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Beatles ‘Made ’Difficult Epstein 


By DCRKK TAYLOR 
from London 

It wasn't so much a case of 
Brian Epstein discovering the 
Beatles as of the Beatles dis¬ 
covering Brian Epstein. It in 
well to make the point since 
it adds a fresh and sympa¬ 
thetic quality to the thousands 
of evaluations of the Epateln- 
Beatles relationship — which 
ended when Epstein died at 
32 

Paul McCartney told me a 
year ago, “You know. It was 
really us who foiihd him." 

* * * 

He didn't intend to diminish 
the skilful, tactful manipula¬ 
tions of Epstein as dedicated 
Beatles-protector, guide and 
negotiator, but rather to show 
things are not always what 
they seem. 

Myth has It that the Beatles 
were struggling and unknown 
in Liverpool, and Epstein was 
the eagla-eyed talent soout. 
The truth is that, when the 
five met, the Beatles were 
much mismanaged local 
heroes already discovered by 
a number of opportunists and 
by the youth of two seaports 
In two nations. But nobody had 
discovered Brian Epstein, 
least of all Epateirf hlinself. 

In the book A Cellarful of 
Noise, an interim autobio¬ 
graphy which I helped him 
write, Epstein was at pains 
to lay hare his enduring feel¬ 
ing of being “out of sorts with 
his environment" and, as il 
this were not enough, he 
made It elear he had pro¬ 
blems in malting friends. 

When he saw the Beatles 
In the Cavern Club In Liver- 


EpUein 

in 1861), the Beatles signed 
their first contract with Ep¬ 
stein, though for reasons 
which he was never able to 
recall, he did not himself sign 


It. An Incomparable love/bus¬ 
iness relationship was 
launched. .. 

Brian was a difficult man 
to befriend for, unless he 
chose to be otherwise, he 
came across with little 
warmth or charm, though if 
he felt secure enough not to 
be harmed, compromised or 
cheated, he had an abundance 
of goodwill, charisma and 
much humor besides. 

How did he gain the acclaim 
which — In normal showbiz 
terms — was disproportionate 
to the role as manager (no 
matter how successful the 
performer! and how did he 
earn his fame? 

* * * 

It's easy to explain how he 
gained the acclaim, for all of 
us who were Involved with the 
Beatles received some adula¬ 
tion no matter how random 
the reason. The Beatles 
became so massively famous 
that the urge to touch them, 
the desire to possess some 
tiny fragment of them, 
extended beyond the Beatles

One of life's little ironies is the fact that there is no 
Individual in sports with more class than Arnold Palmer and 
no group with less than the rabble called Arnie's Army. 

Alter Palmer, Jack Nicklaus, and Dan Sikes played the 
final round of the Westchester Golf Classic together. Arnold 
was Invited to comment on the department of the gallery. 
The topic comes up frequently In his little seances with the 
press, for no matter whether he Is on his game or not, his 
following never seems to diminish to numbers or vulgarity. 

"I like to have people rooting for me,” Anile said 
honestly- "But I don't appreciate their rooting against some¬ 
body else.” 

A little later the subject was brought up with Nicklaus 
and he laughed. "It gets comical." he said. 'What else can 
you call ItT Comical. It doesn’t bother me hut I think It

Jack shrugged 
It off. “You've heard ’em. You know what they say.” Most 
of his listeners did know. A typical incident was recalled 
from the 1966 Masters when Nicklaus was leading and Palmer, 
playing several hales behind him, was making a bold charge.

Jack waa putting out on the 11th green when a score 
went up on the hoard bemad him showing that Arnold had 
blrdied another hole to draw even. 

"Looldt the *cohboard, Fat nuts!” bawled a woolhat to 
the gallery. That was to Georgia and the slob was obviously 
a cracker from the canebrakes, but his type shows up to the 
ranks no matter where Arnie's foot soldiers are recruited. 
Naturally, not all Palmer fans are hooligans, but it’s the 
delinquents who make their presence known whenever the 
troops assemble. 

Many at them aren’t golf buffs as such, but raiher 
1 delators captivated by Arnold s extraordinary magnetism. 
They are blood-brotheri of the lunatic fringe that used to do 
clog dances on the dugout roof in Ebbets Field, the louts 
that shouted abuse at Ted Williams from the leftfteM seats 
In Fenway Park, the choristers who bawl, "Goodbye, ADie,” 
at Giant football games. 

They caper and howl and hoist bedsheet banners of 
exhortation and they jeer their man’s opponents. NicWaus, 
who has a marvelously even disposition, probably is telling 
the truth when he says they don’t mtaettie him. "It’s part 
of the game,” he remarked at the National Open. Then In a 
tone at resignation, he edited the line. "It’s become part of 
the game. I guess.” 

Jack probably Is paired with Arnold oftener than any 
other pro and so is most exposed to the Army. Also, though 
he and Arnie are the best of friends, he is the prime villain 
In the troops’ eyes because when he made his first kill on 
the professional tour It was the White Knight whom he slew. 
That was in the 190 Open when he defeated Palmer In a 
playoff. Ever since then he has mounted the biggest threat 
to Arnold's supremacy. 

Spontaneous Combustion 

At Westchester a golfer characterised Arnie’s Army as 
a creation of the press, hot that is Inaccurate. It was a caae 
of spontaneous combustion, due partly to golfa popularity 
explosion, portly to toe vastly widened Blowing that tetevisioa 
brought to the game, and partly to Palmer's winning personality 
and his gift for exciting charges to too stretch. The press 
only took cognizance of Its existence. 

In the beginning It added color to the sport, tod exhibition. 
Ism b e c omes tiresome. Originally a tribute to an exceptional 
competitor, it has become a burden to him. Palmer Is a 
thsrough sportsman who to emharrasaed and upeet by boorish 
behavior among hto fo ll owers 

Not that anybody osn do anything about it. When an 
event like the We st ch e s ter draws 97,000 customtex. H la 
difficult to screen them at the gate for hr ceding and good 
taste. There may be some who would argue that there 
ahouid ha a place to sports for any colorful company, even 
a Red Guard. The place could be Outer Mongolia.

Alarmed by the way young 
people were being pilloried for 
their unconventional clothes and 
hair styles. South Australian 
Chief Justice John Jefferson 
Bray thought it was time that 
authorities took a more liberal 
view.

"No court of law ha* any 
right to tell a defendant tri get 
his hair cut or go away and put 
on a coat or tie," he told 
justice* of the peace at a 
symposium to Adelaide. 

"People gfe entitled to wear 
their hair down to their knees if 
they want to or dress according 
to thair fancy, short of indecent 
behavior," he added.

Bray amplified his remarks 
by saying that courts of law

The united State* wouldn't 
have a water shortage if M used 
existing supplies mare sensibly, 
says Dr. W. R. D. Sewell, an 
economist with the University of 
Victoria. 

Writing in the curort* issue of 
Wildlife Review, he suggests the 
gigantic North American Water 
and Power Alliance scheme 
may be unnecessary, and tha* 
there are simpler ^and more 
efficient methods of providing 
water to Americans. 

NAWPA is a 1100 . 000 , 000,000 
proposal from a private 
rogineering firm that would 
rediatribate water among three 
nations, including seven Cana¬ 
dian provinces, 35 of the United 
States and three states In 
Mexico. 

NO WATER 

Hydrologist D r. Raymond 
N*ce of the U.S. Department of 
the Interior says at NAWPA: 
“It is one of the biggest water 
though* yet developed, but at 
present it has developed no 
water; It has generated soma 
heat but no power; and it has 
the sanction of no alliance.'' 

Dr. SeweM says It Is not clear 
that the U.S. needs tha water at 
all. 

“Tbsre ft to (fact a remart- 
doua waste.” ha says pointing 
out exaroptea of onverwee by 
industries, leeks In toteems 


(Key York's water system leaks 
100.000.000 gallons a day), and 
individual, wasteful ertiaana. 

I "Each time a toilet is flushed, 
jit uses five gallons of water to 
do a job which neither requires 
five gallons nor requires pure 
water," said Dr. Sewell. 

BAIN MAKING 

He ways U.*.. water admin¬ 
istrators should develop more 
realistic pricing policies, “mak¬ 
ing water-users pay what water 
is worth,” use more recycling 
techniques, attack pollution and 
try rain-making. 

Dr. Sewell also argues that 


Canada should look cineely at 
what such huge reservoirs 
would do to this country'* 
geology and ecology. 

"What etfeote would It have 
nn weather and climate? Would 
it make the north colder than it 
Is now? Would It make Alberta 
more arid' than it is at 
present?** he asks.

Mexico, and a houseplant vine of the 
easiest possible cutlure. It is not 
uiusual for the vine to bloom, produ¬ 
cing flowers purplish-rose on the upper 
aide and white below. 

Given enough light and good cultiva¬ 
tion. the Vine should bloom every 
cummer, but the plant is eo tolerant 
and good-natured that moat folks 
neglect It to the point where flowers are 
seldom borne. 

No plant la easier to propagate from 
slips. All you do is break off a piece of 
vine and stick It in water, potting It up 
in ordinary soil after the roots appear. 
Actually, the vine can be grown for 
years In water, without any soil at all. 
but It seldom blooms under these 
conditions.

SICK PEAS AND BEANS (W.I... 
Duncan] — I’m afraid I don't have the 
laboratory facilities for testing soil, but 
from the appes ranee of the soil sample 
you sent me, I would say It la sorely 
lacking In humus. It la quite possible 
that the troubles afflicting your peas 
and beans come from trying to grew 
them in "dead” soil, as almost anything 
can happen where there is Insufficient 
organic matter in the ground to 
maintain ooloniea of beneficial bacteria. 

This fall, I suggest you dig In lots 
and tots' of peat moss, compost, 
farmyard manure or anything else of a 
bulky vegetable nature, plus a good 
dressing of lime, about two cupfuls per 
square yard. *

PROLIFIC GLADIOLUS (A.D., 
Oewfchaa Statioa) — It Is certainly 
exceptional to get four spikes of bloom 
from a single gladiolus bulb, although 
the plant breeders are beginning to 
make some progress in developing a 
multi-stemmed glad for bedding and 
garden decoration. 

Ordinarily, as a gladiolus bulb 
becomes old, I* loses Its round shape 
and becomes fiattiah, sometimes almost 
as big as a saucer, and It is this type of

SICK taOLET (E.s.MoG., Victoria) 
— The “white fungus" on the leaves of 
your African violet, looking like wiaoa of 
cotton, are actually the bodies and egg 
sacs of the joealybug insect. If your 
plant is not particularly valuable, the 
simplest treatment is to consign the 
plant and soil to the Incinerator and 
scrubbing the pot in hot soapy water 
with some household disinfectant added. 

If this isn't practicable, you could 
try sponging the infested patches with 
rubbing alcohol every three days until 
health Is restored I wouldn't be 
prepared to guarantee a cure, though, 
aa the mealybug la a tough customer. 


■PATTYPAN SQUASH (B.S., Victoria) 
— Your white squash with the scalloped 
edge has a lot of different names — 
Cymltag, Scallop. Pattypan-or Otartard 
Marrow. The beat way to oook it, to my 
piind, is to bake it whole In the oven.

A recent item in the Colonist announced the launching of two Brant 
rockets with 175-pound payloads from the rocket range at Churchill , 
Manitoba. 

I was fortunate enough to have a ringside seat at a rocket launch¬ 
ing from Churchill on June 14. 


It would seem that the rocket activities at 
Churchill ape not widely known and certainly not 
widely appreciated. Primarily, they an purely 
scientific. They represent the only project of ita 
kind in Canada and they are all oopaamd with 
weather and conditions in the upper atmosphere, 
not with the quick annihilation of tananUy. 

The operations are directed by the Canadian 
Research Council in cloae connection with the 
American National Aeronautic and Space Ad¬ 
ministration. better known, perhaps, as NASA. 

From the manpower angle, there are about IS 
research council members while Pan-American 
Airways (Rocket Facilities) provide* around 250 
technicians and assistants . 

The rocket range is about 10 miles from Fret 
Churchill, referred to aa the Base. Fort Churchill, 
in turn, is six miles from the town of OiurchiH 
with the Canadian Naval Base, the Eskimo 
village of Akudlik and the Indian settlement at 
Dene Village in between. 

Our visit to the range was for the purpose of 
actually viewing the launch of an Areas rocket, a 
considerably smaller relation of ttW Brant. The 
latter. Incidentally, ia a Canadian product, being 
manufactured by Aerospace of Winnipeg. 

We were taken from the Base to the rftnge by 
a Mr. Weston of the Research Council, passing ou 
the way a radar tracking station. 

Two giant rpeisl eyes gazad skywards. They 
are reputedly ks£n enough to track the path of a 
baseball lfiOC rigles away. What superb plate 
umpires they would make! 

There are several different launch sites 
within the launch area which ia always 
meticulously cleared before a rocket goes its fiery 
way. However, we arrived in sufficient time tor a 
complete tour of the area. 

The picture shows a reoent launch from aa 
open metal framing device though this ia 
concealed both by the building in which K la 
housed and by the smoke. Another launching 
apparatus takes the form of an immense tube. 
Such is the force generated here when a rocket 
takes off that the backward thrust Is sufficient to 
pick up a large, thick iron plate and toss it away 
like a Haying card. 

The actual sites-.are connected by covered 
passageways. Here, frequently, the aid collabor¬ 
ate* with the new and a vehicle tor less up-to- 
date than the rocket is used tor transit from one 
place to another — the unassuming bicycle. 

Some distance from the launch sites is the 
blockhouse which contains the control centre and 
a great variety of complicated device* tor. 
tracking, measurement, recording and communi¬ 
cation. 

The scientists in charge were always willing 
— and certainly able — to explain and describe 
the functions of these devices, but so technical 
were these explanations that I fuUy confess to 
being more at sea and confused after than before 
them. The science of 40 years ago was quite 
beyond me and the progress measured in tour 
decades has not brought it any closer . 

Rockets, as Is so clearly evident from TV 
aims of launchings, are far too modern even to 
make the kirtti of noise usually associated with 
firing anything. They don’t bang. They hiss. The 
Areas rocket we saw did just tint Ho explosion, 
no reverberations. A brief period of sihilance and 
it was out of sight in the blue arc of the sky with 
only, a trail of smoke to betray ita whereabouts. 

But the two metal eyes were following it closely 
and the Instruments -in the blockhouse were 
recording, tracing, measuring and communicating 
assiduously. 

The famous 1 countdown' continued after the 
launching; yet another procedural wrinkle I never 
imagined took place at all. 

The pleasant and informative conductor of 
our 'tout,* Mr. Weston, several times mentioned 
what he called "the event.” 

He showed us no fewer than right rockets, 
Including at least two big 'Brants, which were 


.virtually ready for launching — if and when "the 
event" took plice. 

This was ail most intriguing- Hone of us felt 
like asking outright what “toe event” was. or 
would bf. An Invasion, perhaps’ Or some 
interplanetary foray’ Maybe, only a grand 
display for (he edification of some foreign or 
domestic dignitary? 

Ultimately we were told. Whether, mean¬ 
while, Mr. Weston had obtained official clearance 
to reveal the information, I don’t know. 

But "the event" turned out to be solar flares. 

If these took place the eight rockets — among 
others — would go aloft in as rapid succession as 
possible to measure the effects, such as an 
increase in radiation, in our atmosphere and 
beyond it

Warning of the likelihood or imminence of 
solar dares would come from Boulder, Colorado, 
and be followed as quickly as possible by an 
influx of scientist* and experts to study and 
evaluate the data obtained by tbe rockets. 

So, when we hear about a steady succession 
of rockets following one another aloft from 
Churchill, we’ll aQ know what they’re up to. 

One way and another this is rather 
comforting. 

The history of Churchill is summarized on a 
monument which stands in splendid isolation 
among the rocks on the shores of Hudson Bay and 
west of the town. It records discovery by Danish 
explorer Jens Munck, in 1619 and the HBC fort of 
1680 which burned down the same year and was 
rebuilt in 1717. .This fort w*s, tor 280 years, the 
mebt 'northerly poat in Canada arid ’the HBC 
Railway, now CNR, reached Churchill in 1929. 

- Little of the Hudson's Bay fort remains but, 
across the ChurchiD River, Is the much restored 
Fort Prince of Wales, originally built by Samuel 
Hearne and used aa a base for his westerly 
explorations. 

The huge grain elevators for which, perhaps, 
Churchill is best known, stand on the Churchill 
River close to where the river empties Into 

Hudson Bay. 

Of course, Churchill has modern amenities as 
well as historic sites. The former includi tha 
Tourist Bureau which, but for the title 
emblazoned on it, could very easily be mistaken 
for something far more primitive. 

The fourth estate is represented by the Taiga 
Times, a mimeographed organ apparently 
sometimes erratic as to date of publication. 

The Taiga Times Is remarkably frank. The 
editorial banner contains proclamations sucti as 
"published (much to the Inconvenience of, his 
family) by W. E. Ernie Senior, or "published 
weekly {or weakly).'* 

The editor’s desk and the kitchen table are, it 
would seem, one and the same. 

Pleas to advertisers to settle their accounts 
are subtly placed in the midst of the 
advertisements and the paper itself comes, In a r 
variety of colors, at 15 cents a copy or "to a 
selected clientele of out-of-town subscribers, at 57 
a year, postpaid." 

The Taiga Times Is both informative and 
entertaining. AD the uncertainties as to when it 
will hit the street or, having hit the street, what 
new and original surprises it will contain, add 
substantially To its allure. 

There Is alao a TV station: CHGH, Channel 4. 
Split second schedules and meticulous program¬ 
ming seem to worry CHGH the least. An 
announcement heard on a Thursday evening said: 
"We’re having a bit of trouble with our film 
rolling over but it should be all cleared up by 
Saturday." 

Emcees, etc, are not Infected with the ardor 
for exactitude either. 

Said one; “I won't be aeeing you next 
Tuesday so, until sometime next week, good¬ 
bye!’* 

During a stay at eight days at Churchill we 
had an assortment of fine, warm weather, wind, 
rain and a.smatering of snow. It was light at 3 
a.m. 

Whatever else may be said for or against It, 
Churchill offers the virtue of infinite variety in 
just about everything.

Nowadays, at course, pDots are appointed by 
the Board of Transport. In order to become a 
pitot a man must have a matters' certificate, and 
no leas than three years in command in B.C. 
Coastal wafers. He must also pasa a very stiff, 
examination. At the pr oamt time there are 74 
B-C. Coate pilots, ail operated from Vnoouver. Of 
those 89 work from Victoria. Although these men 
are al appointed by the board ot transport, they 
are not federal government employees, but an 
independent group known as tha Cbrps of B-C. 
Coast Pilots 

The B.C. Pttciiwto Authority, under the 
department of transport, came into being la 1129. 
At the time that Capt Sweeney joined it was 
known as the B.C. Ptlotage Association Ltd. and 
he wps listed aw "having charge of the various 
pilot boats operated by the Amociatios in all 
weather, and boarding ships anywhere from Cape 
Flattery to Victoria. (These pilot boat* were

Francois Lake is a sausage-shaped lake 14 miles directly south of 
Burns Lake, a busy little community on Highway 16, 150 miles west of 
Prince George and 315 miles east of Prince Rupert. 

The lake is 75 miles long and ranges in width from two to two-and- 
one-half miles, making it the seconnd largest lake in the province. 

A gravelled winding road encircle* the lake, 
connecting the many isolated farms, with their 
crops of oats, barley and hay. 

But as yet, much of die land remafcw 
untouched, and the road leads through forests of 
valuable timber, masses of tangled underbrush, 
and Odds of Indian paint brush, white daisies, 
and other colorful wild (towers nodding in the 
breezes. " - 

To eliminate a 90-mile trip around the west 
end bf the lake, a 100 -foot ferry, the Jacob 
Henkel, makes the 20-minute trip from one side sf 
the lake to the other every half hour. The ship 
was named after the first white settler on the 
north side of the lake. He died in Vancouver in 
1945. 

As the ferry is operated by the provincial 
government, passage for travellers and vehicles 
is free. The Vessel can take up to 40 passengers 
and 20 cars and has been operating on this lake 
since 1949. She was built in Esquimau and after 
test runs on the ocean outside of Victoria, was 
dismantled and brought to this inland lake cn 12 
freight cars and re-assembled there. 

The two largest settlements on the lake are 
at the landings — South bank on the southern 
terminus and Francois Lake on the north. 

Both communities'have schools, post offices, 
and general stores well stocked with groceries, 
fishing equipment, dishes and household items. 

The schools are modem structures with up-to-date 
playground equipment enclosed In grassy, fenced- 
in playing grounds. A complete teacherage Is 
nearby. 

There are cabins to rent near these landings, 
and large camping grounds. Gentle tiding horses 
are available, or are included in the rent of the 
cabins. 

Children who have never seen a horse up 
close before quickly learn bow to control the 
animal and can mjoy a daily supervised ride 


•ml vegetables from the surruounding farms. A 
minister comes out from Bums Lake to conduct 
the services. >

Warren, a former Victorian. 

But aside from aH these attractive attributes, 
Mae mala attraction at the lake is the fishing. The 
lake is richly stocked with rainbow trout, char, 
and of course, squswfiih, the scavengers. The 
trout are the gamest fish to be found anywhere, 
and rise eagerly to bait or Qy 

As there are no worms to be found in that 
i Isinky, anyone sontemplating a fishing Grip to 
Francois Lake would be wise to take a supply 
with him. The fish vary in she from 1% to Ova 
pounds, arid a day's Unit may be easily caught in 
a couple sf hours. Heavy weights on a tine, or a 
fine copper line, are required to catch the char, 
which k not i particularly sparly fish and stays 
In great depths. At the lake they have been 
caught up to 14 pounds, hut it has been known 
Hint they can be taken on the trail up to 4fi 
pounds. 

'■ These fish are worth aD the extra tin* and 
trouble for they art excellent eating. 

Or if a fisherman prefers to battle the raging 
torrents of a creek lor his sport In catching trot* 
with a fly rod, he may board the ferry lor the run 
to the south shore of the lake and motor 2t miles 
to Ootsa Lake. TUs lake was flooded by the Aisan 
Aluminium Company when Kemano and Kill mart 
wore constructed and the huge Kenney Dam is at 
the east end of It. 

There Is fine deer and moose hunting,, (cn 
horse-back, if you so desire, for hex-ses may- be 
rente d to seek out the moose la hsrd-to-get-at 
places, and skating on the frozen lake. 

TUs la a country that is growing. Recently, 
farmers, truck driven and loggers protested to 
file government that file ferry service across the 
lake wes insufficient. Heavy loads from the farms 
and cattle ranches and more then dozen pulp and 
timber logging companies operating In that area 
have been restricted, and this has caused nvy 
complications in heavy hauling. 

Gaunt tree tops emerge at the borders of fids 
lake, for It is much larger since it has bean 
floode d . A smaller dam takes the overflow from 
fids lake, and it 1* In this torrential creak fiiat 
fishing Is enjoyed. There, with his rod. reel, spin 
lores and worms, a fiibermen is guaranteed to 
got Us daily quota of fish as fast as he can reel 
them In, and enjoy every minute he is doing K. 

Even In winter, there is pleasure in a visit to 
fids community. 

Ranchers who ussd to take large loads of 
cattle over on the ferry loaded for their trip to 
Vancouver and other southern markets now have 
to bring file truck over empty, and make three or 
ao trips with a smaller truck to bring the cattle 
over. This entails a great deal more time and 
work as the cattle have to be-, loaded twice and 
moved from one truck to another, and the 
ranchers are protesting. This is a new country — 
S good oountry, rich in resources and full of 
promise. 

When Its fill potential Is realized, this section 
of British Columbia will be one of the most 
prolific spots in all of Canada.

POWER CORRUPTS 


Czechoslovakia was 
one of the last Commu¬ 
nist satellites to disown 
Stalinism.

The first thing to be said about 
toe Dook Is that is is the work of a 
noveust who is still a Communist 
living in Czechoslovakia His book is 
thus a criticism from within rather 
than an indictment from without. 
Presumably Mnacko is ready to 
stand his ground and defend himself 
against the commissars. 

The socona thing to note is that 
toe novel is not an attack on toe 
Communist system as such (to 
which the author still presumably 
subscribes;, but against the veils of 
personal dictatorship, or what is 
euphemistically known behind the 
Iron Curtain as “the cult of 
personality ” The perfect epigraph 
tor the book would have been Lord 
Acton’s famous dictum: "Power 
tends to corrupt: absolute power 
corrupts absolutely.’' The whole 
novel is a demonstration of that 
precept. 

What is a cliche to us in the West 
is an audacious act In the Commu¬ 
nist world, which cannot, by defini¬ 
tion, acknowledge that its own brand 
of absolutism is as decadent as any 
in history. Yet Mnacko’s leader, who 


started out hill of high Ideals and a 
desire to uplift toe poor, became ao 
tainted by personal power as to 
identity toe revolution with himself. 

The narrative is placed in toe 
mouth of a photographer, a close 
frier d of the dead statesman. When 
tha story opens toe latter is dead 
and the country is prepsrtng to give 
him ore of those panoplied state 
funerals so revealing of status In the 
Communist hierarchy. While the 
corpse lies In state on toe catafalque 
tie photographer reviews the dead 
man's rise to power and his 
enslavement by It. 

We are familiar by now with the 
handful of Communist writers Uke 
Dudi&tsev and Solzhenitsyn who 
dare to criticize their rulers, if only 
in oblique Aesopian fashion. Mnacko 
does il openly He Identifies the dead 
mast as toe head at the government, 
the city is clearly Bratislava, and 
over and over again . we are 
reminded that power corrupted the 
deceased. "After a few months he 
bqpame a pasha, manipulating mil¬ 
lions by a stroke of the pen. ... Had 
he not been surrounded by too many 
flatterers who daily sang his praises 
and unparalleled qualities T" In 
short, had the dictator not come to 
believe hie own publicity? Sardoni¬ 
cally the photographer addressed the 
dead titan thus: "Didn’t It some 
tinrfca occur to you toat they 
applauded your predecessor as 
louJly as they did you, and as they 
will your successor?” 

It is significant that Mnacko 
attacks rot the system but the man.

One intriguing find , to be made In this quiet 
glen is a small log cabfa, built Into the hlHekle. At 
laaat we thought H had been a cabin until further 
inspection disclosed It to have been* cold storage 
bouse. Curio-seekers are tearing It apart. They 
already have dug up most of the impounding 
earth. 

To the left of the road la the old slag dump. 
Acres of the Mack waste are tumbled here; In 
some sections the highways department has been 
busy hunting tor gravel. Only a tew concrete 
towers, grotesquely naked, remain. They look Hke 
they have been loading chutes, perhaps foe 
railway cars. 

* Aside from toe gravel trucks, Cassidy has 
been allowed to rest tn peace tor 35 years. But 
now, according to a resident of the area, big 
trudks are again rolling across her lonely plain, 
hauling away tons of the Mack slag. 

“Darned If I knew what they want to tor. 
Maybe tor roads, or something," he shrugged and 


bungalows, mine buildings and a sawmill. The 
embryo town boasted not only electric light and 
proper aewarage. but a pressure water system. 
Residents' greatest source at pride was Ike 
California-styie, two-storey rooming house. Every 
suite ia the attractive 76-room apartment had hot 
and cold rawing water and steam he«t. All the 
comforts of home — and then some I 

Then (litre was the mb* . rescue head¬ 
quarter*. As die years pa s se d , Granby prospered 
and grew. New homes ware built. The town, now 
covering 100 acres, had its owa department 
■tore, theatre and paved streets. By U28. toe 
mine was producing l 000 tana al the blank fuel in 
every eight-hour drift; eofce for the hungry 
smelters It Anya*. The population had swollen to 
more than. 500 souls, 300 of whom toiled in the 
Mack pits Mow. - 

The company and Its employees took great 
pride in tjvi(. widely-touted commtnity, keeping 
all building!. streets and gardens neatly trimmed. 
"Why. they were so fussy. If a man spat on the 
floor he'd get warned. If he did It again he'd get 
Ms walk teg ticket” 

‘It was a trice place. They kept it right ig» 
to mack,” recalled one oldtlma resident, 30 
years ago. 

Sadly, 1931 brought toe end. Soma say the 
famous 10 -foot-wlde seam of coal gave out; others 
maintain (t whs the growing popularity of olL Still 
others say the mines became tea dangerous. 
Perhaps it was the depression that spelled the 
de'ath of Cassidy. 

Whatever the cause, there was no turning 
back the clock. The powerful machinery which 
bad been operating almost without pause for IS 
>uars wheezed to a final halt, leaving *a eerie 
silence. The miners drifted away, abandoning 
their prized cottages to toe forest. In March. 1936. 
toe “best company town in Canada" went on toe 
auctioneer’s Mock 

The, hammer Ml on the modern office 
buildings, toe taroeu* boarding house, toe "fine 
stucco dining belli, bathhouses and garages ” 

Ironically, Granby Consolidated had built Ha 
structures so solidly, toe major buildings could 
not be removed intact but had to be dismantled 
for their materials and fixtures. Only toe five, six 
and sevetwrom bungalows could be transported, 
whole, to new location*. 

Then toe sewer and water pipes were 
unearthed, to be used elsewhere. The last of the 
mining machinery vanished in the smelter pots 
during the metal-starved war years ... 

After the wreckers had done their work, toe 
foreat slowly began, to reclaim Ua own. By 1931, 
only gaunt concrete bone* marked the city.. The 
tel, arched walls of to* apartment house 
resembled a Roman aqueduct. Already, the 125- 
fool boileriiquse smokestack had gone, and the 100- 
foot-long mesa hall had crumbled into complete 
ruin, except for the east wall, standing forlornly 
amid the broken cement and timbers. 

The only residents left were a Mr. and Mrs. 
A Rob* frith toeir two Irish setters. As caretaker 
of the property, Mr. Rosa lived In one of toe 
abandoned mine offioes. For almost 29 yean, the

The gho$t» of Cassidy arm stir¬ 
ring fitfully after a aleep of 35 
years. For the first time in almost 
half a century, heavy trucks again 
fumble over the black desert of the 
one-time booming Vancouver 
Island coal toum. 

Today little is left of what once 
Was proudly proclaimed the finest, 
most-up-to-date mining settlement 
in Canada. Just crumbling con¬ 
crete, acres of slag and wild fruit 
trees remain; silent monuments 
to the mortality of man and his 
creations. 


Situated just off toe Island Highway, eight 
miles south of Nanainu., the ghost town is easy to 
reacti. If driving from Victoria, burn left just 
before the Cassidy Hotel, at Nanaimo River 
bridge, 'and drive under the railway ovegpass 
beside Haslam Creak. Be sure to observe the 
'Sound Your Horn' sign; this is a ehaap, blind 
uurve. Another few hundred feet down the road 
and you have arrived. 

Cassidy does not look Hke much now. you will 
Quickly decide. It is hard to imagine these many 
acres of flatland once were the site of a busy 
city. A city of solid, 'modern, buildings, shady 
boulevards and well-tended lawns and gardens. 

Originally known as Granby. Cassidy was 
built in 1917 by the Granby Consolidated Mining. 
Smelting and Power Company. According to an 
old newspaper account. No. I Coftlieiy was toe last 
word in coal miring during toe brief years of its 
operation, and ai peak production, around 1921 
and 1922, 450 men were employed in connection 
with die works. . 

Cassidy always was, popular with the hardy 
eoal-mining fraternity; higher wages and com¬ 
fortable, modern facilities drew the miner and his 
family to the new townsite. Despite ''aosnetoing of 
a dangerous reputation because.of 'blowouts’ and 
gas ‘bumps' ... when jobs went a-begging 
elsewhere, there was always a waiting list at 
Granby." 

Grqnby Consolidated had spaced no expense 
or time In constructing its model community, 
having hired a Vancouver engineering firm to 
design its picture-book settlement of pretty
